With the legislature’s work 
overshadowed, at least in front page 
importance, by the rapid march of 
national and international 
in the men of the legislature car- 
ried the heaviest burden in many 
years. And by the same token, the 
men who represent business and 
agriculture and public and seml- 
public organizations at the legis- 
lature likewise carried heavier 
loads, often making the battle for 
organizations which weren't repre- 
sented, as well as their own. 

Just how much the public will 
know or remember of the battle 
made at Sacramento this year is 
problematical. With Britain taking 
the offensive and marching into 
Syria, with Hitler plotting the bat- 
tle of Suez, and with the United 
States Army opening strike-bound 
factories—the story of legislative 
battles lost or won is somewhat pro- 
saic. But actually, the story of the 
1941 session of the legislature is of 
vital, fundamental importance, for 
it reflects a growing impatience with 
classism and minority domination— 
a stern reaction against extremism 
and a new trend toward sanity.

Suggestions Relative To 
Storage Reservoirs Are 
Given By Speciliast 


At the series of wrigation meet- 
ings on the J. C. Rasmusson, L. A 
Raffetto and C. C. Long ranches 
this week J. B. Brown, extension 
specialist in irrigation. discussed 
the general problems connected with 
irrigation with special emphasis on 
;the use of over-night reservoirs and 
sprinklers. 


Amonsyg the things pointed out by 
Mr. Brown were that the California 
statute miner's inch as used here 
in this county is defined as a rate 
of flow giving 1'. cubic feet of wa- 
ter per minute. This figure can be 
used in calculating the size of res- 
ervoir needed for storing irrigation 
water. Since one miner’s inch 
would occupy 90 cubic feet per hour 
or 2,160 cubic feet in 24 hours, 10 
inches for 24 hours would require 
21,600 feet of storage space. 

Where there is practically no loss 
of water and the full head is deliv- 

jered to the ranch, the common 
practice is to use water at the rate 
of 1 miner’s inch to three acres of 
orchard. Since the irrigation sea- 
son in this district is 120 days this 
would apply water 24 inches deep 
on the 3 acres. This amount of wa- 
ter is considered adequate in this 
area for orchards. 

Water applied to dry soil one 
inch deep will wet Holland loam 
about 8 inches and akin soil about 
12 inches deep. It is Mr. Brown’s 
| opinion that it was not necessary 
to wet orchard soi] in this county 
over three feet deep, but the length 
of time to wet the soil this deep 
would vary considerably with the 
type of soil and there would be var- 
iations within individual orchards. 

It was pointed out that overnight 
or short period storage reservoirs 
are a help in handling our small 
heads of water more efficiently pro- 
; vided water is not lost too rapid- 
lly by seepage from the reservoir. 
| He discussed several means of seal- 
jms reservoirs to prevent excess loss 
from seepage. Surface evaporation 
| will usually not exceed 4% inch per 
day. It was pointed out that there 
were many situations where sprink- 
lers are desirable. It is possible to 
‘give a more uniform distribution of 
water and the depth of penetration 
can be more easily regulated. How- 
ever where pumping is necessary, 
the cost is nearly doubled.
